of 


California must be carried an average 
distance 
of over two thousand 
five 


bandied miles to reach 
their center 


of distribution in the United States. 


It would engender 
at once sectional 


strife between the different portions 
ot tbe country 
as to the 
measure 
of 


protection which this power 
of re- 


gulation might be invoked to confer 
upon the various 
sections— a contest 


in which the newer and more sparsely 
settled 
regions of the United States 


would suffer 
by reason

would, in the opinion of this body, 
convert

into a board of traffic 


managers

Naturally, these 14 
elements

combinations

their duties properly.

oxygen and hydrogen combine to form 
in oui\ subject 
107.5 pounds of water, 


which serves 
an infinite number 
of 


most necessary 
and useful offices. 
The 


chlorine and sodium unite 
to 
form 


salt, of which we shall find about seven 
ounces; 
and the sodium combines 
with 


carbon and oxygen to form the "wash- 
ing soda" 
which has 
been called the 


scavenger 
of the body, and which fills 


in its time by playing a useful part in 
building up our bones. 


We have now only five pounds 
of 


our man to account for, and this is 
distributed over nine most useful con- 
stituents. 
Two and a quarter pounds, 


nearly half of it,- consist 
of calcium, 


which will be more commonly 
recog- 


nized as lime, and which plays a very 
important part in the human mechan- 
ism; and to this we must

pound 14 ounces of phosphorus. 
The 


remaining 
constituents 
of 
our 
man 


only weigh one pound one ounce, and. 
consist 
of sodium,

from two to three grains to four and 
one-half ounces. 


There is not much left of him to ac- 


count for, you see, now that the three 
gases are eliminated —only 29 pounds, 
in.fact, the weight of an infant—and 
of this a single other constituent takes 
the lion's share 
of 24 pounds. 
This 


constituent is carbon, that curious ele- 
ment which takes such widely diverse 
forms as common coal and the Koh-i- 
.n00r,. and is not to be despised in the 
lead pencil: 
Just as coaV 'keeps' 
our 


houses 
warm and gives motive power 


to the steam 
engine, 
so 
it 
supplies 


energy and fuelto the human body. 


Another essential 
gas is nitrogen, of 


which our man 
has 
64 
cubic 
feet 


stowed away in his body— sufficient to 
filla nice little hox four feet long, wide 
and high. 
We have now deprived our 


man of three of his 14 constituents; 
have liberated 
gases 
sufficient to filla 


room, roughly, 20 feet square 
and ten 


feet high—in which, by the way, you 
could 
pack 
500 
good-sized 
men—and 


have reduced his weight by 139 pounds. 


In our subject we shall find no less 


than 118 pounds 
of oxygen; he con- 


tains as much, in fact, of this "vital 
gas" as would filla room 13 feet long, 
ten feet wide and a shade over ten feet 
high. 
If we proceed next to deprive 


him of his hydrogen 
he will only lose 


a little over 15 pounds of his weight 
by the process, but the gas we procure 
will fill a room more than twice the 
size of our oxygen reservoir; 
for it 


will be 15 feet square 
and as nearly 


as possible 12 feet high, and willhave 
such buoyancy that it could carry our 
patient up to the clouds. 


Ifwe take a 188-pound man and de- 


prive him of gas and carbon there will 
be only five pounds of him left; while 
even the least oratorical man that ever 
lived.is five-sixths 
gas 
and nothing 


else. 
Well may it be Bald: "We are 


such stuff as dreams are made of," for^ 
truly we are just as insubstantial. 


Unfortunately—or fortunately, rath- 


er—although 
the materials 
of which 


man is composed are common enough, 
the blending of them to form a living 
being is far beyond 
any human 
pow- 


ers. 
But let us just run through 
the 


constituents 
we are made 
of and see 


of what very ordinary 
materials 
the 


best and cleverest of us are composed. 


You willprobably be surprised, said 


a well-known professor 
of chemistry, 


when Itell you that the most beauti- 
ful woman or the 
most intellectual 


man that ever lived is really nothing

county newspaper. 
We have tried to 


pursue 
a consistent, 
conscientious 


course. 
We have never paudered to 


what we believed a false public senti- 
ment for the sake ot currying favor 
with any class. 
We have 
made mis- 


takes. It would be unreasonable 
to 


expect otherwise. 
But we can truth- 


fully say we have never wilfullyand 
against our judgment 
departed 
from 


the path we believed to be right; and 
to this more than anything 
else, 
we 


attribute the liberal support

neutral 
ground to stand npon. 
The 


very spirit of independent 
journal- 


ism compelled the newspaper 
man to 


take one side or tbn 
other in that 


great struggle. 
The Ledger 
cast its 


influence on the side ot tbe republi- 
can party and tbe preservation of tbe 
union. 
Ithas, in all the interven- 


ing years, remained 
steadfast 
to its 


political choice made when the fate of 
the nation was trembling in the clash 
of hostile armies. 
Itis one of the 


very few papers 
of Calitornia that 


has kept in the pathway of its original 
poltical allegiance

from

birth ot the republican

On the other hand, 
the principal 


handicap 
of 
incorporation 
is the 


fear—widespread 
and not baseless — 


that an additional governmental re- 
gime, means 
more officials, and 
that 


means more political grafting, 
more 


avenues for the display of favoritism 
and 
the reward of political hangers- 


on. 
Tbe graft 
game 
permeates 
to 


every nook and corner of our govern 
mental system. Ifthe people ot Jack- 
son were only satisfied 
that a city 


government 
could, 
and 
would, 
be 


carried 
on tor 
the 
welfare of the 


poaple 
alone, 
incorporation 
would 


carry with scarcely a dissenting vote. 
But this ghost of graft— this tear that 
the city government willspeedily fall 
a prey to political scbemers, 
who are 


ever on the look-out for more world?- 
to conquer -is after alltbe only solir 
basis for opposition to the plan 
to 


place 
Jackson 
on tbe list of self- 


governing communities. 


There can be no question 
that if 


Jackson 
could receive that consider- 


ation at the hands of the supervisors 
that its population 
and tax-paying 


record demands, it would be just 
as 


well to remain 
unincorporated. 
If 


we 
could 
have 
anything 
like fair 


treatment, 
and a reasonable 
portion 


of the money contributed by the pro- 
perty holders 
of this 
town for the 


support of the 
county 
government, 


were expended upon the streets, 
and 


other legitimate and necessary 
ways, 


incorporation would not help us one 
jot. 
Bat the tact 
remains 
that 
we 


contribute a great deal 
of the 
funds 


for looal government, 
and get practi- 


cally nothing in return. 
Our money 


is taken and spent upon outside high- 
ways, and if anything is contributed 
toward our streets 
trom the public 


treasury, itis looked upon more as 
an act of concession or condescension 
than a matter of right. 
Until very 


recent times, it was the avowed policy 
ot tbe county managers 
to ignore 
tbe 


streets of the town in tbe expenditure 
ot road funds. 
The citizens 
were ex- 


pected 
to contribute privately 
and 


specially 
to fix up the streets, 
in 


addition to the regular tax tor road 
purposes. 
And this is not the 
only 


direction in which our rights 
have 


been ignored, and 
righteous 
appeals 


unheeded or thwarted. 
"Jackson 
is 


a rich and a thriving town; it is 
able to pay for what it needs; it has 
tbe county 
buildings, 
and all the 


business 
that 
flows therefrom; 
her 


citizens ought not to call upon 
the 


county treasury for anything. " Such 
is tbe argument 
that is urged ; which 


reduced to real import means 
that 


the county 
seat 
town ought 
to be 


made to pay every year for the honor 
of being the 
seat 
of local govern- 


ment, it is this spirit that 
is re- 


sponsible for tbe strength 
of the in- 


corporation movement. 


This expression of opinion coming 


from one 
of the 
leading 
country 


papers 
in the state, 
published in a 


town that has been incorporated tor a 
generation, 
will certatinly come as a 


surprise to many. 
Colusa 
is in a 


position to speak 
from experience. 


She has enjoyed the blessings

instead of a help, in a path

Crises as a rule come un- 
expected and the immediate reason is 
most apt to be due to over-expansion 
of credit, and overproduction of secur- 
ities than to actual overproduction of 
goods; but when to the cause of over- 
expanded credits is added overproduc- 
tion of manufactures 
and a lop-sided 
industrial system, recovering from the 
crash is more difficult 


Day ofDistress Near. 


The richest man in America Is posi- 
tive, however, that the crash willcome 
about 1907— year after next—and 
so 
sure Is he that the trouble is on its 
way, that he is already 
weaving a 
plan to provide work for those 
who 
will be thrown out of employment, 
and thus ameliorate the panic. He is 
certain that the number of men who 
willneed help willbe about 7,060, 000, 
and when Is added to those men the 
number of dependents, 
the total is ap- 
palling. 
Mr. "Rockefeller 
thinks this 
vast army of unemployed 
should be 
set to work by the government on in- 
ternal improvements, 
the building of 
ne^ roads, improvement 
of old ones, 
dredging of streams. 
Irrigating land, 
etc. He says; 


Vast Plan ofConstruction. 


"There Is enougt labor today needed 
on the public highways to employ all 
the idleor surplus labor fora century. 
The improvement' of the roads, 
the 
dredging 
streams, 
and especially 
of 
the Mississippi, where annually mill- 
ions of damage is done by the over- 
flow, the irrigation of arid lands, the 
preservation of forests and the drain- 
age of the swamps are the great pub- 
lic problems that should be occupying 
the public mind. Municipal, state and 
national laws should be enacted now 
for the building 
of roads, 
so that 
when the industrial storm comes it 
willnot be too late to breast it" 


D.ROCKEFELLER AND HIS NEW WIG. 


is having 
very littleeffect on them. 
In fact the protectionists do not even 
care to discuss that phase of the ques- 
tion.

featnre of the ominous flowof people 
to the cities is the phenomenal develop- 
ment of manufactures.

oome a time when manufactures 
will 


so overbalance 
agriculture that there 
will not be enough basic wealth pro- 
duced to afford 
profitable 
market 
foil t|he 
factory-made 
goods.

the industrial situation shall become 
so unbalanced, 
a commercial crash of 
stupendous 
magnitude must ensue. 


As Helpless Babes. 


Then 
the 
city-trained

know not how to make bread out of 
the soil will clamor for work, curse 
the economic condition of the period, 
denounce 
the state, 
threaten 
the re- 
public with all sorts of fantastic theo- 
ries, 
and there willbe acute friction 


l>etween the few rich and the multi- 
tude of 
poor. 
Gradually 
men 
will 
drift back to the land and learn to 
make their living with the plow and 
reaper and a satisfactory equilibrium

"Yet, encouraging 
as that pioneer 


effort was, no canal

detected on the negative with absolute 
certainty. 
To-day 
we can state 
as 


positive and final that there are canals 
on Mars—because 
the photographs 
say 


so, and 'a photographic 
negative 
is 
nothing ifnot truthful. 


"To photograph the canals of Mars," 


says Professor 
Lowell,"has for many 


years been a purpose of the observa- 
tory established 
and maintained 
by 


Harvard College in Arizona. The first 
attempt to meet withan even approxi- 
mate success 
was made In1901, when 
a more, or less satisfactory 
print was 


made of the Mare Acidalium, or Lake 
of Acid. 


Uitherto the general public has been 
compelled to accept 
or to reject 
the 


existence of the"Martian canals on the 
wordof the stargazing fraternity. But 
with the accomplishment 
of the Har- 


vard observers 
in Arizona 
everyone 
willnow have an opportunity to see

photographs

what has long been considered as more 
or less of a theory.

around

rate and land law questions

Judge 
Grosscup of Chicago,

cently attained fame in his beef trust 
decision,

Commission was vested with power to 
act as both prosecutor 
and court, as 


they would if they were given power 
to fix railroad rates. 
He took strong 


ground against allrebates and discrim- 
inations and declared that itwould be 
wise to replace the present machinery 
by a government 
bureau empowered to 
investigate all complaints, witha court 
of transportation 
to adjudge 
the va- 


rious points raised. 


Resolutions were adopted embodying 


this idea. 
The association also indorsed the re- 
port of President 
Roosevelt's 
Public 


Land Commission, "advising the repeal 
of 
the Timber 
and 
Stone 
Act and 
changes 
in the Desert Land Act, and 


the Commutation Clause of the Home- 
stead Act to prevent land frauds. 
The 
interest of the association in this mat- 
ter and in the government 
irrigation 


work is active, since irrigation and 
home building on millions of acres of 
Western lands willfurnisi an. unpar- 
alleled market. 


The proposed parcel post legislation 


came in for a scoring as being inimical 
to independent

great centers, and create monopolies.

of the Russian plows, and which have 
swept everything before them in Soutn

Willows thus peeled are of a fine 
white color, while those 
which un- 


dergo 
steaming or boiling for the re- 


moval of the bark are of a dark color, 
being stained by coloring matter con- 
tained in the bark; but experience has 
shown that the articles made of boiled 
willow are much more durable than

from the 
white rods of 
spring 
peeling.

found that though there may be ob- 
jection to close planting on account of

necessary, 
both a 
heavier yield and longer, more even- 
sized and better rods are obtained — 
straighter, 
less branchy, and less 
ta- 
pering. • While a 
yield of 
four tone 
of green 
rods 
per acre 
may be ob- 
tained in twelve years where the holts 
are planted in rows three feet apart, 
with a distance of one foot between 
holts, over six tons are obtained from 
an acre 
plante'-d 29x9 inches, in only 
ten ypars. 
The Department 
also 
ad- 
vises that the. cuttings 
should be not 
less than twelve inches in length, and 
planted 
with the buds 
pointing 
up- 
ward, and 
that 
when placed 
in the 
ground 
each 
cutting 
should be per- 
fectly perpendicular. 
When

are planted close together all weeds 
and 
grass, 
the
